Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is alleged that the claim language is 
consistent with the drawing and the specification because it only requires that each sampler obtain a sample of a transition at some point 
in time and a sample of data at some point in time. Examiner disagrees. As shown in the drawing fig. 1, sampler 4 is allowed however to 
sample DO at a point in time where sample DO is not between any transitions. In addition, sampler 4 is allowed to sample T2 at a point in 
time when there is no transition as the signal remains high from T1 to T3. The claim language as now presented suggest that the 
sampling can be taken on any portion of the input signal, as previously stated if that portion is DO and T2, the claim language will not be 
consistent with the drawing and the specification for the reasons set forth above. 

It is alleged that the claim language satisfies the 112. first paragraph requirement because D3 occurs between transitions T3 and T4 and 
D2 occurs between transition of T1 and T3. However it is noted that if sampler 4 of fig. 1 is allowed to sample DO at a point in time the 
requirement of the 1 12 first paragraph will not be met because DO would not be between transitions, r- 
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
